REPORT. 


As  we  review  the  work  of  the  Home  for  the  past  year, 
for  the  purpose  of  making  our  thirty-third  Annual  Report, 
we  feel  that  we  have  much  to  he  grateful  for. 

The  health  of  the  children  has  been  remarkably  good, 
and  seldom  can  we  show  a  better  record.  In  June  one 
child  had  diphtheria  in  a  light  form,  and  it  was  thought 
best  to  close  the  nurseries,  and  to  place  the  younger  chil¬ 
dren  out  to  board.  This,  of  course,  added  to  our  expenses, 
but,  by  so  doing,  we  escaped  further  sickness,  and  the  sick 
child  soon  got  well. 

Ro  death  in  the  Home  itself  occurred  during  the  year. 
The  only  death  recorded  on  our  books  is  that  of  an  infant, 
hardly  to  be  considered  as  coming  under  the  direct  care  of 
the  Home.  The  mother  had  paid  for  a  while  for  the  board 
of  rhe  child  in  a  family,  and  then  deserted  her.  The  nurse, 
who  had  become  much  attached  to  the  babe,  was  quite  poor, 
and  felt  compelled  to  send  her  to  the  almshouse,  unless  she 
could  get  some  assistance.  She  applied  to  the  Home,  and 
the  Managers  agreed  to  pay  for  the  child’s  board,  but  the 
little  waif  soon  died.

It  is  now  eight  years  since  we  opened  our  rooms  for 
infants,  and  this  has  been  our  most  prosperous  year.  Dur¬ 
ing  that  time  we  have  had  three  hundred  and  eighty-four 
come  under  our  care.  Out  of  these,  two  hundred  and 
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seventy-one  were  adopted,  and  sixty-four  were  returned  to 
friends.  The  number  of  deaths  was  thirty-five,  or  about 
nine  per  cent,  which  is  certainly  a  small  percentage,  although 
as  our  rule  is  to  admit  only  healthy  children,  we  do  not,  of 
course,  expect  to  see  a  high  rate  of  mortality. 

Perhaps  to  many  this  department  is  the  most  interesting 
part  of  our  work.  It  is  pleasant  to  watch  the  almost 
magic  changes  wrought  in  a  few  weeks,  or  even  days,  in 
the  appearance  of  the  babies  by  good  care,  wholesome  food, 
and  plenty  of  sunlight.  In  the  summer  our  Matron  was 
asked  to  take  the  babe  of  a  poor  woman,  who  was  in  feeble 
health  and  could  do  little  work,  but  who  gave  what  she  could 
from  her  small  earnings  for  the  board  of  the  child.  Mrs. 
Grwynne  went  to  see  the  child,  and  found  it  in  a  miserable 
tenement,  quite  ill  and  almost  a  skeleton.  As  soon  as  ar¬ 
rangements  could  be  made  for  its  board  out  of  town  the 
child  was  sent  for.  The  woman  in  charge  was  most  un¬ 
willing  to  give  up  the  little  girl,  saying  she  was  too  weak  to 
be  moved,  and  that  the  doctor  who  had  been  called  in 
thought  she  would  die  during  the  day.  The  nurse  in¬ 
sisted  upon  taking  the  child,  and  although  some  time 
passed  before  there  was  much  hope  of  her  recovery,  she 
gradually  improved,  and  to-day  is  strong  and  healthy ;  one 
of  the  most  attractive  babies  in  the  house. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Home  is  satisfactory.  As 
will  be  seen  from  the  Treasurer’s  Report  the  amount  re¬ 
ceived  for  the  year  is  much  less  than  in  1878,  but  as  we 
have  been  able,  owing  to  various  causes,  to  reduce  mate- 
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rially  our  expenses  (below  those  for  several  years  past),  we 
have  kept  within  our  income.  We-  hope  that  the  future 
will  show,  as  much  as  the  past,  that  the  work  of  the  Home 
meets  the  hearty  approval  of  its  friends,  and  that  it  will 
have  their  generous  support. 

We  cannot  let  this  opportunity  pass  of  expressing  our 
gratitude  to  that  noble  charity,  “The  Country  Week,” 
under  fhe  direction  of  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Union, 
which  has  so  often  remembered  us.  At  its  invitation  some 
thirty  of  our  children  have  enjoyed,  this  year,  a  visit  to 
the  country  of  a  week  or  more,  hfot  only  is  the  Home 
benefited  by  the  improved  health  of  the  children,  but  we 
are  thus  brought  into  wider  communication  with  people 
who  may  desire  to  take  children  for  adoption,  and  the 
work  of  getting  good  places  is  facilitated.  Through  this 
channel  occurred  the  most  interesting  case  of  adoption  for 
the  year. 

In  March  a  gentleman  called  at  the  Home  to  see  if  three 
children  could  be  taken  in,  whose  father  had  died  of  con¬ 
sumption,  and  whose  mother,  then  in  the  last  stages  of  that 
disease,  had  received  permission  to  enter  the  Consumptiyes’ 
Home,  but  there  was  no  room  for  the  little  ones  in  the 
children’s  department  of  that  institution.'  They  were  ac¬ 
cordingly  brought  here  ;  the  eldest,  a  boy  of  eight,  who 
had  received  some  injury  to  his  spine,  and  would  always  be 
much  deformed  ;  the  second,  a  girl  of  six ;  and  the  young¬ 
est,  a  boy  of  two  years. 

In  August,  through  the  kindness  of  the  “  Country  Week,” 
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the  little  girl  went  out  of  town  and  stayed  at  the  house  of 
a  lady  of  moderate  means,  who  became  so  much  attached  to 
the  child  that  she  wrote  to  us  that  she  would  like  to  keep  her. 
One  day,  while  in  town,  having  brought  the  child  in  to 
visit  the  mother,  the  lady  called  at  the  Home  to  see  the 
brothers.  The  deformed  boy  excited  her  pity  so  much 
that  she  said  she  would  take  him  also  and  educate  him. 
Then  thinking  how  hard  it  would  be  for  the  baby  to  be 
thus  separated  from  the  others,  she  concluded  to  adopt 
them  all.  The  children  were  taken  for  the  last  time  to  see 
their  dying  mother,  who  had  been  constantly  distressed  by 
the  thought  of  leaving  them  uncared  for,  and  her  few 
remaining  days  were  greatly  cheered  by  the  tidings  that 
her  little  ones  had  found  so  kind  a  friend  and  were  to  be 
brought  up  together. 

The  Young  Men’s  Christian  Union,  as  in  former  years, 
has  sent  carriages  several  times  to  take  the  younger  chil¬ 
dren  to  drive. 

To  our  physician,  l)r.  Arthur  T.  Cabot,  who  has  had  the 
entire  charge  of  the  Home  for  the  year,  we  feel  much  in¬ 
debted  for  his  assiduous  care  and  skilful  treatment  of  the 
children. 

We  have  this  year,  as  usual,  received  many  presents  of 
•  clothing.  There  is  always  a  great  demand,  especially  for 
outside  garments  of  all  kinds,  and  our  friends  may  be  assured 
that  we  can  make  a  good  use  of  all  that  may  be  sent  in. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  say  that  we  extend  a  cordial  in¬ 
vitation  to  all  persons  interested  in  charitable  work  to  visit 
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the  Home  and  to  see  for  themselves  what  is  going  on. 
We  feel  that  an  occasional  visit  and  talk  with  Mrs. 
G wynne  will  give  them  a  better  insight  into  its  workings, 
and  the  amount  of  good  accomplished,  than  all  the  Reports 
that  could  ever  be  written.
